But some remain. For example, there is the joy 
of watching a fiery red sunset, or, if you get- up 
early enough in the morning, of thrilling to the 
unequalled beauty and freshness of a spring dawn. 

Or, there is the unmatched wonder of watching 
as a child developes his own personality, every 
changing, ever remaining the same, ever growing. 

Or, on a stightly different level, there is the 
unrivaled pleasure of suddenly finding a gasoline 
Price war. 

When you find gas stations vying with each 
other with ever-lowering prices, you just wisi yuut 
old car would use gas faster—before the price goes 
up again to its usual level. But while the price war 
rages, the common folks who drive cars can enjoy 
one of life’s little joys. 

Now there has been introduced in the Michigan 
Legislature a proposed law which would outlaw 
gas price wars. 

Sponsored by Rep. James Bradley, Detroit 
Democrat, and a host of others, the law is backed 
by the 1,200-member Reiaii Gasoline Dealers 
Association. Rep. Bradley was quoted when the 
bill was intruduced as saying it was designed to 
help the competitive gas station situation in 


Almenack 


Detroit, whieh he described as “the nation’s worst 
gasoline market.” 

Bul under terms of the bill, if would, of course 
apply all over the state. 

As we understand (he bill as reported in the 
public media, it would prohibil any variation in 
retail gas prices, except those reflecting bona fide 
differences in the cost of manufacture, sale or 
delivery of petroleum producis. 

And by the same token, it would also prohibit 
wholesale gasoline distributors from charging 
different prices to different dealers. . 

The result would be one price for all motorists, 
as we understand it, 

From ine viewpoint of the gas station operators, 
we can understand why they would like to get 
away from price wars. And from the viewpoint of 
the wholesalers, it is also logical that a single price 
policy would be advantageous to them. 

And Rep. Bradley, among othets,argues thal the 
end result of his proposal would be to benefit. the 
public. Just how the public would benefit from 
fixed prices—at a level higher than the 
rock-bottom charges hit during the frequent 
competitive bidding for customers occasioned by 
price wars~is somewhat less clear. But Rep. 
Bradiey says the benefit is there for the public: so 
there must be a benefit somewhere.

Another Benefit Under Attack 


One public benefit the Detroit law-makers cited 
is that his bill would heln do away with abandoned 
gas stations, which have fallen victims to the 
economic jungle, The public, Bradley says, “must 
live with the battlefield ruins of the gasoline price 
wars—the blight of abandoned gas stations.’ 
However, in our view, a pinch of selective zoning 
by local officials is probably a better cure for such 
a local blight on the landscape. 

Personally, I hope the bill doesn't get anywhere. 
It would, as pointed out earlier, take away one of 
the few joys left for the common folk, 

Already, the beauty of a flaming sunset, and the 
freshness of a brisk dawn, are endangered hy the 
encroachment of environmental pollution; law is 
slow to find a remedy. 

And the joys of watching a child develop also 
may have numbered days, as the sway of 
population control and legalized abortion give 
Unreal io the once-holy siaie of motherhood. 

Now the joy of a gasoline price war fs 
threatened, 

Next thing you know somebody will come up 
with a legal ban on yet another unexpected 
pleasure-finding some unexpired time on a 
parking meter. 

Please, Mr. Bradley and colleagues, leave us 
common folks some little benefits.
